a, particularly brutal murder 
—vspeciaily, if another is com- 
paratively fresh in one’s mind-—one 
ia apt to jump to the hnaty conclu- 
sion that brutal murders are be- 
coming so common that, as tho 
phrase joes, “no: man’s life is safe,” 
no, nor woman’s either. 

In reality, atatistics inform 
us that crime of nearly all 
sorts ia decreasing, that is, 
in proportion to the _ popula- 
tion, and doubtless — murders 
share in that deercase. There are, 
in fact, two very obvious reasons 
why murder in general should be on 
the decrease. Drunkenness is de- 
creasing, and drunkenness used to 
account for a good many: murders, 
especially of women. Another Iess 
important reason ia that wo have 
comparatively ‘little nowadays— 
though we still have too much—of 
the suvago faction fighting that has 
been from time to time familiar 
amongst us. 

. Nevertheless, while the. disap- 
pearance of some of the old causes 
of murder may have led to o fall 
in the. statistics, there arc other 
more modern influences which seem 
to be responsible for some ‘murders, 
at least of a kind less familiay3 
generation or two ago. 

Murder For Money. 

One of these influences is the 
modern craze for money enough to 
lend an extravagant life, to have 
in the cant phrase of the day “a 
good time.” Back about tho '70’a 
and '80's neither Scotland nor Eng- 
land could be called idyHic coun- 
trics. Yet when a murder was dis- 
covered, which appeared to have 
been cold-bloodedly committed for 
gain, the whole nation shook with 
horror and amazement. Some such 
murders are famous to this day, 
simply because public opinion then 
was so violently agitated.

Formerly, not only was the ip- 
fluence of formal religion much 
stronger and more widespread, but 
even apart from’ religion, public 
opinion was universal and decided 
that there was a place for avery 
man who was willing to work 
honestly and live according to his 
meuns. Nowndaya,. that. public 
opinion has been terribly under- 
mined, and has nothing Hike the 
sume restraining Influence. 

Qn the one hand, we have the 
publicity given to the apparently 
useless, idle, luxurious lives’ and 
loften the vicea of many of the more 
‘wealthy; on the other hand, the 
ceaseless propaganda to the 
effect that the world is iniquitous- 
ly arranged and that all who are 
rich are more or less criminal cx- 
tploiters who ought to be forcibly 
deprived of their plunder. Added 
to these and in apparent confirma- 
tion, we have the daily display in 
the streets of a luxury formerly un- 
‘imagined and beside that the spec- 
tacle of multitudes of decent men 
unable to find work by which to 


iain an honest living. 


Inevitably, on the loose fringes 


to . 
uf soviety there are to bo found 
‘here and there a number whose ins- 


tincts of honesty, self respect, and 
industry are not proof against all 
demoralising ideas and influ- 
enven to which they are exposed. 
Yhey find themselves short of 
money for the kind of life 
they .hanker after. Gotting 
it by honest work may 
impracticable for them, 
and {a in any case incompatible 


-with their notions of having a good 


time. They feel that somchow. 
they are entitled to get it—at least 
aus much as anyone clse—and it is 
an easy step to the idea of getting 
it by criminal means. 

The rest is merely a question of 
recklessness, cunning, 
opportunity and perhaps .the ac- 
quiring of some convenient weapon 
such a8 a revolver. 


Opportunity. 

I have mentioned the factor of 
opportunity, with lias always been 
of the greatest importance in rela- 
tion to ¢rime. Shakespearo’s ob- 
servation that “oft the sight of 
means to do ill deeds makes ill 
deeds done” would be. endorsed by 
every police officer. 

In these days opportunity is cer- 
tainly much more abundant than 
formerly, because of two things— 
immense populations in which it is 
easy for an obscure individual to 
slip out of sight by morely turning 
the corner, and the ense ond uni- 
vorsality of. long-distance trans- 
port. Nobody notices an ordinary- 
louking stranger stepping on ‘to a 


‘bus; a few minutes or hours and 
he may be anywhere, Or if the 
criminal chooses, he has only to- 
pick up a motor Car anywhere, com- 
mit his premeditated ‘crime and, 
abandoning tho car anywhere else,

production or in their marketing, 
or in both, are moving along this;

forces are two. First, the obvious 
economics of division of Inbour and 
apecialisation by planned action 
within each industry, or, putting it 
the other .way, the elimination of 
waste; secondly, the regulation of 
output for the maintenance of pro- 
filable prices rendered necessary 
by the recurrent tendency to gluts, 
The first of these forces, * higher 
productivity, demands the check 
provided by the second, restriction 
of, output. The growth of this 
‘xecond practice involves the buying 
up of redundant plant to -put ft out 
ol action, the withholding of sup- 
plies of foods and raw materiats 
trem the market, or the destruction 
os such surpluses, 
‘Monstrous Paradox, 

The new capituiism, in utheri 
words, can only prosper by resi 
training the new powers of produc- 
tivity it brings info being—surely| 
nu monstrous paradox, Such a situa-| 
tion arises from the simple fact 
that the economic system now as 
always has ignored provisions for, 
consumption. «It has simply ase 
gumed that the consumer will take 
out of the productive system what- 
ever it may produce. He is treat. 
ed, not only by the business world 
but by economic science, as an au- 
tomaton moved to perform his ap- 
propriate action by the stimulus of 
yoods offered in a market, True, 
the yrowing productivity of modern 
industry has put more skilful effort 
into arts of-advertising and ‘sales- 
manship in America and elsewhere,| 
but never has there been any re- 
cognition of the need for “ration- 
consumption so that in 
quantity and quatity [It shall’ con- 
form to and direct the productive 
operations, Yet it ia manifest 
that the final control of industry 
should be vested in the consumer 
since by common admission con- 
sumption is the end and object of 
production. 

The consumer needs protec- 
‘tion against two related dan- 
gers first, the stoppages that 
withhold from him the goods 
he needs and cannot get be- 
cause of . inereased producti- 
vity; secondly, | protection © 
against the power of standard- 

‘iad | industry to standardise 

his ways of living and his 

wants. 

Modern capitalism, thus envis- 
aged, is a powerful monatcr, raven- 
ing for new fields of activity, yet 
continually being driven back into 
sullen impotence for Inck of ‘ade- 
quate outlets for its energy. The 
wastes, dangers, and miseries of 
this fuilure compel us to ask seri- 
ously whether such o feckless sys- 
tem can survive or whether it will 
have to give place to some ordered 
government of industry ns a whole. 
Failure of the American Method. 

Let me briefly cite the possible 
escapes for capitalism. Firat 
comes the provision for u rising 
of  machine-made, 
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radios, movies, electric ap- 
pliances, and the Hke, But 1929 
registered the failure of this 
method; new popular consumption 
was ylutted with such goods, and 
high profits and prices did not yield 
to the masacs sufficient purchasing 
power to keep the gamo going. New 
investment capital. in these indus- 
tries was seen to be excessive, and 
new savings went a-gambling in 
stocks and shares with the results 
we know. : 

The continual adequate expan- 
ston of demand needed by enpital- 
ism might be provided by the rapid 
gvowth of markets in the backward 
countries of Asia and Africa If or- 
ganised enpltal were’ prepared to 
risk large advances of capital and 
eredit for the development of the 
natural resources of these coun- 
tries and the stimulation of ao de- 
mand for Western standards of live 
ing. 

A more enlightened policy of 
international enpitalism — to- 
ward Russin, China, India 
might have gone far to stave 
off the present collapse, es- 
peelally if it had {incorporated 
into ity standard) money the 
silver which abounds in East.” 
ern Asin, and would immensely 
strengthen the power of these 
peoples to buy Western goods. 
But such an expansion of mar- 

kets could not do for modern capi- 
talism, with its many contributory 
countries, what was feasible for 
English capitaliam during ‘the 
greater part of last century. Eng- 
land had a whole backward world

But ‘it can render another even 
greater service to mankind by re- 
ducing the total demand upon his 
time and energy for earning his 
livelihovod.. As it has been said. 
“The-ead of all good government is 
to make government superfluous,” 
ao we may say the end of organised 
economic activity is to diminish the 
part played by economic among 
human activities. - An equitable 
human distribution as it spreads 
weulth will also sprend leisure, the 
opportunity for a wider personal 
life. The enforced — excessive 
leiduve culled unemployment is the 
most damning of ‘all indlctments 
against the current working of our 
industria) system. We -have the 
power to change it Into leisure for 
all if we have the will, the Intel- 
ligenee, and the courage to take in 
hand the necessary ordering of, the 
economic aystem. To some readers 
tKis may seem fantastic 
ism. It certainly demands a shed-

sumptive goods and her investibleland a willingness to run risks in

capital, might suceced in checking 
the chronie tendency to gluta and 
waste duc to futile attempts to save 
and apply as productive capital a 
lurger proportion of the aggregate 
income than'is wanted. But while 
such better distribution would en- 
able stundardised machine produc- 
tion to go:much farther than it can 
under exiating conditions, it is 
pretty evident that at no distant

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AThe Window Pane Oyster. 


A visit to the southern shore of 
Starling Inlet on February 13° re- 
sulted in a number of interesting 
finds ond observations, Amongst 
the finds was a large number of 
khella of the Window Pane Oyster, 
Placuud, 1 quote a paragraph about 
this shell froma natural history 
book. 

“The shells of young forms are 30 
transparent that they are used in 
certain parts of the East for glaz- 
iny windows and have been called 
for this reason ‘Window Pane 
Shells. This practice seems to have 
started with the Chinese many cen- 
turies ayo. The young shelly were 
cut Into squares sbout two and a 
half inches across and then’ sccured 
between narrow vertical strips of. 


wood, The Portuguese borrowed 
the idea and introduced «it Into 
their Indian possessions in the 
sixteenth century, To-day, — the 


windows of the older houses in’Goa 
and Diu are glazed in this manner. 
The governor's old palace at Mar- 
muon Has fine examples of auch 


Windows.” 


. L have never scen windows of this 
type in South China but it is lkely 
that in Macao the method has been 
adopted and I should be grateful if 
any reader ‘could inform me if this 
is the case. In the Philippines the 
shells are used extensively in the 
manner described above; when I 
enquired in Manila of the origin of 
this custom I was told that the 
Spuntards had introduced — ity into 
the country, In Manila there is at 
Wleast one -tactory where very beau- 
liful lanterns, for electric Hight, are 
made out of cut (and in some 


enses tinted) shella-fitted into metal J‘ 


frames. I have four of these lan- 
terns in my possession, two of them 
have pieces of shell’ 344 x 2% 
inches so tie complete shells must 
have had a diameter of at least 6 
inches. Lit from within by means 
of an electric bulb. they emit a very 


pleasing soft white ght, and the, 


mother of peatl lustre makes them 
aa even when not flluminat- 
ed.

makes strenuous efforts to identify 
400 species of birds. He says that 
in the 2 months at his disposal he 
can just complete the century, (103 
is, if I remember rightly, his re- 
cord), if he visits ono or other of 
England’s famous bird districts 
such as the Fens or the Norfolk 
Broads. Fifty species in a week in 
the very small area of Hong Kong 
and the New ‘Territories compares 
favourably with 100 species in 2 
months in England.

Dr. Yen’s statement of the action of Japanese 
‘military authorities in Shanghai produced a deep 
impression on the Council and public. 

Baron Sate, speaking for an hour,

the longest speech yet recorded in the history of 


the Council. 


The text of the resolution adopted 
by the Council reads thus:— . 

“The Council, firstly considering the 
request submitted by the representative 
of China under provision of paragraph

The Council Meeting. 
M. Paul Boncour, opening the 
Council, said, that they had met 


to discuss the Chinese delegate’s |- 


request for a special meeting of 
the Assembly. The Chinese de- 
legate, having: asked persission 
to explain his grave concern at 
news from Shanghai. the speuk- 
- er suggested that they should 
first let him address the meetung. 
. This being apreed to, Dr. Yen 
_ rose to address the Council. 
Dr. Yen's Speech. 

Dr. Yen said, he had already 
communicated varions telegrams 
respecting Japanese atrocities in 
the undeclared “war,” and had 
already mentioned that there were 
now more than ‘forty thousand 
soldiers in Shanghai and forty 
warships and they were using 
Dum-dum bullets. The Japanese 
were creating a reign of terror 

- in Shanghai end would persist in 
using the Shanghai Settlement

Gallant 19th Army. 

He repudiated indignantly the 
aspersions cast on the gallant 
Nineteenth Army. 


Eve. of Great Battle. 

The negotiations between the

and now ‘Japan had presented an 
-ultimatum expiring to-morrow. 

“We are now. on the eve of a 
great battle, in which a hundred 
thousand troops will be engaged. 
The situation is intolerable and 
T request the Council to consider 
immediately, and put into exe- 
cution, conservatory measures-in 
order to prevent the Japanese 
offensive action.” 

Why Withdrawal of

Baror Sato’s Speech, 

M. Paul Boneour next 
Raron Sato to reply. 

Baron Sato first . read a com- 
munication regarding the loss of 
life in the Settlement by a bomb 
dropped by a Japanese aeroplane 
which had been the subject of a 
British note of protest. It was, 
he said, a regrettable accident, 
regardings which excuses would 
have to be presented to the Bri- 
vish authorities. 

Makes Excuses for Bombing 

Ineidents. 

Then the speaker replied to Sir 
John Hope Simpsen’s protest in 
connection with the bombing of 
a refugee eamp which was a 
most regrettable errer, due to 
the barbed - wire entanglements 
round the camp which had misled 
the Japanese aviators, 

Refufes Allegations of Use of - 
Dum-Dum Bullets and Polson Gas. 

Referring to Dr. Yen’s speech, 
Baron Sato said, that he must 
protest formally against some of the 
remarks made. For instance, the 
charges of using Dum-Dum bullets 
und ‘polson = gas.. “Our troops,” 
he anid, “never used Dum- 
Dum bullety, even. during the 
Russo-Japanese war. It was im- 
possible, Let.the Chinese delegate 
produce u specimen. Our troops 
may have used smoke shells, but 
never posion gas,” 

Dr. Yen also had said, that we 
wero aggressors and always began 
attacks. Here; again, I make ye- 
servations. ‘We were obliged to 
use force to defend ourselves ond 
our lives, 
tack, unless it is inovitable and 
unavoidable,

Cossation of Hostilities. 

“Regarding the Nineteenth Army, 
our information from the spot con- 
firms our charges, 

“Dr, Yen has asked the Council ta 
bring about a eesgation of hostill- 
ties, We have dene our utmost to 
stop hostilities, and had hoped for 
an agreement of terms for armis- 
tice, but our cfforta | have been all 
in vain.

The Cotncil, 
the speaker continucd, should know 
how to find adequate and effective 
means for a solution ‘ according’ 
to the realitics of the situation. 

Baron Sato said he had not yet 
received any reply from his Gov-| 
ernment in regurd to the League's 
appeal. 

Manchurian and Independence. 

He then referred to the pro- 
clamation of an independent State 
in Manchuria, because, be said, he 
would net have another opportunity 
before the meeting of the, Assembly 
of treating with these matters. 

He said it was first necessary to 
explain the werd “indepandent.?* It 
had a different ineaning in the Far 
East, to the British, ‘French, 
America. aeceptation. . Indepen- 
dence was ceally synonymous with | 
autonomy. ‘Thus the present posi- 
tion in Manchurla really was a 
form of autenomy. 

Why Japan Helped Manchurian 

Incependenee Movement. 

Japan helped and sympathised 
with the movement, because she 
had sutveved so much in’ Manchuria 
and saw ia this movement a solution 
to her, troubles, It would enable 
them to live fa peace and develop 
mutual iateresta. - Japan could not 
necept any rexdine endangering her 
immens: capital Invested — there. 
When Centrai China was once again 
reorginisud, perhaps Manchuria 
would cotue ty an arrangement so 
as to enter into relations, but this 
question waa fer the future to de- 
cide. : ’ . 

Why 'froops Were Not Withdrawn. 

Continuing Baron Sato said,

. Novertheless he must reply to 
Mx. Sato’s insulting remarks.

It was a libel to describe China 
as in fa state of chaos 
anarchy.

Whether or not native doctors 
should’ be replaced by Western 
trained practitioners is, Indeed, a 
debatable subject, and it wags in- 
terestingly debnrted reeently by 
members of the Education Society 
and the Medical Society of the 
Hong Kong University. “But, it 
seems to me the matter was not 
thoroughly argued. Perhaps this 
was because time did not permit 
debaters to do go. 

In order to admit discussion in‘ 
its fullest scope, the word “native 
should not necessirily be confined 
to Chinese physiclans, practising 
Chinese medicine. It should in- 
clude all doctors hot Western train- 
ed. Onee this is conceded, it will 
be necessary to mhke a brief sur- 
vey of the rise and progress of 
Western, medical science, «This 
should not prove difticult, for after 
all is said and done, Western medi- 
cal science is only an infant in 
rcompurison with the art of healing 
known ta the Egyptians, Jews, 
Greeks and even Chinese in those 
far off days now almost beyond 
conception, : 

Neglect Of Observation, 

The rise, and progress of medi- 
cine presents a remarkable page in 
the histery of science. While nu 
other field of humin knowledge 
remained so Jong untilled, no othe: , 
ever offered such glovioug re- 
sults.. It is not easy to assign the 
reason why the ancient naturalists, 
with all their acutencss, should 
ave permitted their strivingsa after 
truth to be frustrated by an almost 
utter neglect of observation, 

Aristotle divided the natural) 
world into three great classes, His) 
views of matter, however, as those 
of other Grecian philosophers, did 
not stand a moment after chemis- 
try became a science, Anaximan- 
der taught, four elements na the 
primary constituents of this planet, 
though the economical application 
of many substances, and the mani- 
pulations of many natural pro- 
ducts, offered great curative values 
which might have Ied the way to 
a seientifie appreciation of echemi- 
cal combinations... Notwithstand: 
ing this, we eannot go beyond the 
end of the Seventeenth Century for 
the commencements of what one 


may call the medical carecr. . 
The Arablany, 

While the Western world was 
still vgiled in a shrou@ of 
ignorance, the ‘Arabians, in the 
Seventh to the Eleventh. Century, 
were principally engaged in the 
discovery and preparation of medi- 
cine. Without the slightest know- 
ledge of the true character of the 
mineral kingdom, they were busily 
engaged with the problent-of find- 
lng a substance which wowd heal 
all diseases. In this way they 
made many discoverics which were 
carried to Europe during — the 
Crusades. : 

As a layman, I do not profess to 
know anything about medicine, and 
lest it be misunderatood, I wish to 
assure readers that I hold no brief 
for the native doctor, In fact, this 
article is written for the purpose 
of mentioning some marvellous 
cures -I have seen’ with Chinese 
medicine.

Stanley "Reveals Treasure.

conscious of rubber in Africa. 


We must turn baek to about the] 


middie of the: last eentury, when 
the people of Europe and America 
were startled by the disappearance, 
somewhere in Africa, of Doctor 
David Livingstone, a British ex. 
plorer. At that time Livingstone 
had been in Africa for nearly thirty 
years, first as a missionary and then 
as a British consul. His writings 
had made him- widely known, and 
when he vanished from civilisation 


yon one of his journeys into the vast 


silent jungles, infested by ferocious 
half the 
became alarmed over his 
The fate of Livingstone 
was the sensation of the day. 

In this setting of far-flung anxiety 
there suddenly took place a specta- 
cular event. [Tt came in’ the form 
of a message sent by James Gordon 
Bennett, owner of the 
Hlerald, to Henry Morton Stanley, 
an explorer and special writer for 
that paper. There were just two 
words in that message, They read: 
“Find Livingstone.” No “instrue- 
ligtig were given as to how that 
difficult and dangerous task was to 
be accomplished—no question raised 
concerning the expense, Feverish- 
ly the world waited to see what 
would happen. 

Starting: from Zanzibar, on the 
enst coast, in April, 1871, Stanley 
led his expedition straight into the 
interior of the Dark Continent, and 
after seven months of unceasing 
yenveh, he found Livingstone, sick 
and = destitute, in a remote spot. 
But he found also that the spirit of 
the adventurer was stronger in 
Livingstone than any thought of 
personal safety, for the British ex- 
plorer refused to return to civilisa- 
tion., Ie was seeking the — true 
sources of the Nile and Congo 
Rivers and he would not turn back. 
When Stanley at last found that. all 
persuasion was futile, he finally left 
him in 1872 and Livingstone again 
vanished in the jungles. He died 
there in the Summer of 1873—2 
martyr in the cause of knowledge 
for his fellowman, 

It was the widespread interest 
which Stanley developed in Africa 
during this famous exploit that 
turned the attention of the rest of 
the world to that great continent. 
In 1874 Stanley, deeply interested 
on hig own account, returned to 
make further explorations. In three 
years he travelled on foot and by 
garner nearly geven thousand miles, 
In the course of that memorable

| TRUSTEE STATUS. 


First Time in. History. 
(Reuter’s Special Service.) 
London, Yesterday. 
Shrinkage in railway traffic revenue has 
reached such a point that the L.N.E. Railway has; 
had to forfeit its status'as trustee of investment 
stock. The Company, which has been particularly 
affected by the falling off of mineral traffic, is only! 
able to pay one per cent. on four per cent. second 
preference stock, and nothing on £78,000,000 worth 
of preferred and deferred stock. ° 
This is the first occasion in the history of Bri- 
tish railway that a trustee status has not been ful- 
filled. Trustee money already invested is unaffect- 
ed by the new development, but no more may be 
invested, until the railway has again paid a divi- 
dend on preferred stock for ten successive years. 
This qualification has only just been fulfilled 


by the Metropolitan District Railway, London’s!
